A Student* Plgnrm on the Actual Invest- 


ment for IU Production. 


A student in tbe agricultural depart- 


ment oil the University of Illinois has fig- 
nred ont, on what 1-u thinks to be well 
tried data, tbe cost of raising an acre of 
corn, and be permit* tbe Champaign Ga- 
zette to use tbe results. Big figures, 
given herewith, are expressed in days and 
tenths of days, tone: Breaking stalks, 
.10; plowing, .40: harrowing, .30; plant- 
ing, .10: harrowing, .15; cultivating 
three times, .40; husking, 1.00; total days, 
93.35. 


Allowing a man, team and tools to be 


worth |3 a day, this would make the cost 
of labor (4. TO for raising an acre of corn, 
lo this most be added (4 for rant, which 
makes tbe total co«t 13.70 an acre. At 
15o a bmhel for corn, It would require a 
yield of 58 bushels an acre to meet tbe 
cost of production, at this rate. Tbe av- 
enge yield per acre of corn in Illinois for 
tbe past five yearn has been about 27 
bushels. Hence, according to these fig- 
ures, a farmer would lose money by sell- 
ing corn at les* than 32c a bushel.

Greek are bis Inquisitivenees, fondness 
for excitement, love of discussion, desire 
for knowledge, and aptitude for learning 
and aggressive patriotism. 


There are three distinct races within 


it* confines, speaking different languages 
and holding social Intercourse with each 
other—the Greek, the Albanian and tbe 
Wailacbian or Roumanian. 


Tbe present King, George I., came to 


the throne in 1863, In his 18tb year. Ee 
draw* an income of 1360,000 annually, 
including 120,000 from Great Britain, 
France and Russia. He is tbe son of tbo 
present King of Denmark, Charles IX., 
and brother of tbe Prinoeaa of Wales and 
Dowager Empress of Russia. He married 
in 1867 tbe Grand Duchess Oiga. eldest 
daughter of the grand-uncle to tbe present 
Emperor of Prussia. She has six living 
children—five sons and one daughter. 


He has a palace at Athens, built by 


Otho, at a cost of $2,500,000, and a sum- 
mer residence at Corfu. He shares the 
legislation with a single chamber, called 
the boule,the members of which are elect 
ed by tbe people eveiy four years.

Greece is divided into thirteen monarch- 
ies, under officers called monarcbs.

Cyclists are delighted over tbe prospects 


for an early spring. The winter has been 
one of the most disti easing that wheel- 
men have encountered in a long time.

Three New York 
Athletic club cyclists, however, have kept 
up their task of riding at least five miles 
out doom right through the winter. 
These men are competing for a valuable 
cap offered last May .to the member of 
this swell club who should be the last to 
remain in a contest requiring that at least 
five miles be ridden every day, no matter 
what tbe weather conditions might be.

Not being able to supply the lost part for 
tbe simple reason that tbe middleman 
from whom he made tbe purchase could 
give no 'definite information concerning 
the maker, tbe only course would be to 
have a new part made. Oftentimes tuts 
would be an operation costing three or 
four times the original price ot the article 
and dissatisfaction invariably resulted. 
A prominent New York Crescent agent in 
relating these facts recently declared that 
the dry goods competition bad affected 
business adversely but at the same time 
served as an educational measure with the 
public who are beginning to find out tbat 
a legitimate bicycle hou«e is tbe best, as 
well ae the cheapest place in the end to 
purchase a wheel.

PROPELLING VESSELS. 


New Idea* Advanced by Conrad Odl- 


net, a New York Inventor. 


According to the improvement rep- 


resented iu the accompanying' illustra/- 
tion, lengthwise channels are formed, 
by means of housings, at each side of 
the keel of a vessel, and in each of 
these channels is located a shaft carry- 
ing a number of screws, the shafts be- 
ing geared with vertical shafts oper- 
ated by one or more motory of any pre- 
ferred description within the vessel.

CHEAP ELtCTRICITY. 


Windmill" Are Jioiv De-Inn SncceM- 


fnllr Cued n« Cieneratori. 


Comparatively little use has been 


made ol windmills for the generation of 
electric current, but that such a plan is 
quite feasible'under many conditions 
hitherto thought to be unfavorable ia 
seen in a plant recently installed in 
Massachusetts. In this case a large 
house, stables and grounds are lighted 
bv electricity, and the windmill pro- 
vides all the power. In previous exper- 
iments iu utilizing wind power for elec- 
tric lighting trouble has arisen from 
the \ariability of the wind and there- 
suiting fluctuations of the electric 
pressures. To overcome this difficulty 
the sawmill shaft is now connected 
with a speed equalizer, which stores 
energy mechanicallj, and so counter- 
balances the temporary subsiding of the 
wind. Tlue wind power, after having 
been converted into electric energy, is 
conducted to a system of storage bat- 
teries which constitute the current sup- 
ply of the plant. One of the best points 
of the installation is that it is almost en- 
tirelv automatic. There ie no personal 
supervision necessary, and the plant 
needs locking to (for oiling principally) 
but once or tvt ice in a fortnight. An- 
other feature of tbe plant is that it can 
be duplicated for from $000 to $800, and 
as it can be run for a dozen years, with 
practically no expense beyond the cost 
of lubricants and an occasional clean- 
ing, it brings a private electric supply 
within the reach of a large number of 
people. It is found that the actual 
wind energy available for the equip- 


! ment is far in excess of the require- 


ments of ordinary residences, the stor- 
ing capacity being ample to bridge over 
any possible period of calm. The ob- 
jections to former systems of wind- 
mills have been carefully avoided, and 
Ihe plant has been so well adjusted that 
it is possible to use a much lower rate 
of wind than has erer been attempted 
be tore.

Hdw the X R»r« Affect the Onter Shell 


of the Brain. 


Dr. J. B. Coeke, of Boston, accom- 


plishes an enormous amount of clinical 
aa well as scientific work. When three 
weeks old his sigtit was completely de- 
stroyed, and he has never had a con- 
ception of light or the looks of a thing. 
His other senses are \ery acute. He 
can. touch a fabric and tell the stripes 
or figures upon, it, and their color; by 
the slightest sound lie correctly esti- 
mates the size of a room; by the touch 
of the hand at once recognizes persons; 
by slight feeling, the material, color, 
shape and use of objects. As he has 
never seen acy of these, one wonders in 
what shape they present themselves to 
his sightless mind. He has written 
several successful novel.1-, and is at pres- 
ent composing a comic opera, full of 
brightest airs. He earned his way 
through college by testiug tobacco for 
the Lorillards, by touch, for many 
years. The X rays have opened a new 
door to him, and he enters it with ex- 
cited interest. In the private labora- 
tory of the Boston university school of 
medicine experiments were conducted 
in which the tube used was a specially 
constructed instrument which gives the 
most intense Roentgen ray of tiny tube 
heretofore made. ]t was attached to a 
coil which producer] an electric current 
of nearly 2,000,000 volts. Seated in front 
of the tube, glowing with yellowish 
green, light^ at a distance of four feet, 
Dr.Cockeheldhis head down, so that the 
rays struck on its top.

He accurately described 
outlines of objects held half way be- 
tween his head and ' he light, The sud- 
den whirling of an object or quick sub- 
stitution of one for another caiised an 
attack of vertigo. He said he saw noth- 
ing, but that objects gave him an im- 
pression of weight 
and 
extension. 


Whether they would do so in brains less 
acutely sensitive and magnificently de- 
veloped is questionable; but it is a new 
step in the path of the wonderful light. 
It seems as if the cortex or outer shell of 
the brain were rendered fluorescent, 
like the sensitive plate, and the shadow 
of these objects was communicated to 
it, and then transmitted to the visual 
areas at the posterior part.—Chicago In- 
ter Ocean.

PASSED AWAY AT 1:30 P.M. TO-DAY 


Brave Struggle of the Well-Known 


Lawyer for Life—His Professional 


Career — Wife, Children and 


Friends Mourn His Death.
